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TEACHERS- INITIATIVE 


Education in this country is re­ 
ceiving wide discussion a s a result 
of the acute teacher shortage which 
has developed within the past two 
or three years. 
The first remedy 
sought in the crisis precipitated in 
the 
nation's 
public 
schools, 
was 
higher salaries for teachers. It was 
recognized that they had been un­ 
derpaid in practically every part of 
the country, not only from the point 
of view of their own living needs, 
but with respect to the service they 
render. Teachers- salaries have been 
increased in many cities and sta tes, 
and still further raises will be made. 
They are needed. But that is not the 
whole solution to the school prob­ 
lem. 
At a regional conference of school 
mperintendents and educational as- 
» cia tions in New England, speakers 
aave sta ted the need for ‘restoring 
Individual initia tive and placing upon 
teachers tha t responsibility for the 
development of their own projects 
without which growth in the power 
to teach cannot be made.” Here is a 
point which school boards, superin­ 
tendents and public have been slow 
to see, but which has been uppermost 
In the minds of many teachers. 
Bed tape, organization and sys­ 
tem, a ll essentia l in their proper 
places and proportions, have invaded 
the public schools of the country in 
recent years. In some places the 
average teacher nas become so bur­ 
dened with the task of carrying out 
the careful details of some new “ sys­ 
tem" t.hsi: he has been unable to do 
individual work with pupils or to 
adapt teaching 
methods 
to 
local 


The tragic lesson of the Iroquois 
theater and the Collinwood school 
has not yet been learned. Or if it has, 
it is forgotten or 
ignored. 
Nearly 
every city now has better provisions 
for safety in all places of public as­ 
semblage, but in what city are they 
fully enforced? 
New York has an ex cellent set 
of regulations governing theaters, in­ 
cluding moving picture houses. Yet 
New York has been shocked by the 
killing of six children and the seri­ 
ous injury of a dozen more in a base­ 
less fire panic. 
When 
smoke 
ap­ 
peared, and cries of “ Fire” arose, 
the audience rushed for the ex it, and 
the children were trampled under 
foot inside the door, in a narrow hall, 
at the bottom of a stairway. The re- 
auirements that ex its shall be ample, 
and that doors shall open easily out­ 
ward were not observed. As a result, 
a whole neighborhood is in mourning. 
The lesson should be driven home 
now in every city, village or hamlet. 
The particular dangers of moving 
picture theaters are well known. So 
are the safeguards against them. Au­ 
thorities should take their cue from 
the New York disaster, and see that 
no such theater, or other institution 
where children are admitted, is w ith­ 
out means of 
egress 
sufficient 
to 
empty the place ea sily and quickly. 
Where no laws ex ist to cover the 
situation, they should be adopted 
without delay. 


Panics, to be sure, should not oc­ 
cur; but panics are never altogether 
preventable, and the thing to do is 
to make them as harmless as pos­ 
sible.

The Ford factory a t Detroit re­ 
cently reported that it was turning 
out more cars with a sm aller force, 
working five days a week, than it used 
to with a large number of men ex ­ 
ployed six days a week. 
What is this but a convincing sign 
of the increased productivity of la­ 
bor? 
Corroborative 
reports 
come 
from many other factories, in many 
industries. 
Wherever labor lapsed 
from efficiency^in the lax , don’t-care 
spirit that comes with boom times, it 
has been jerking itself up again. 
Carpenters in Baltimore, who have 
been demanding an advance of 10 
cents an hour, have decided to waive 
the demand, preferring steady em­ 
ployment at 90 cents an hour to ir­ 
regular employment at $1. 
The same facts are visable in 
each of these cases, and they are 
facts that bode well for American in­ 
dustry and American labor. There is 
new recognition of the fact that 
wages are not something given by

When there were more jobs than 
men, this economic truth was some­ 
tim es lost sig ht of.

Henry Ford 
ha s 
found a novel 
way to strike a profitable balance, 
in the opinion of J oe Stout. 
‘His recent readjustment of prices 
on the Ford line is shown to have 
entailed him a loss of $20 net on 
each machine that the Ford Motor 
company is now producing,, but his 
service department production 
is 
based on a requirement of $40 for 
replacement parts from each Ford 
car now running,” says Stout. 
‘ Further, there has been and will 
be no reduction in the price of re­ 
placement parts. 
Thus in stimulat­ 
ing the loss on first sa les, he en­ 
larges the market for later profits. 
These fa cts were made plain in sta te­ 
ments by Ford executives before a 
gathering of Ford dealers from the 
Carolinas and Virginia, gathered at 
Charlotte, N. C., and indicative of 
methods by which the Ford com­ 
pany its acquainting its trade of the 
impetus to business which the re­ 
cent price-cut was destined to fur­ 
nish. 
‘That each car now being turned 
out is sold a t a loss of $20 to 
the 
Ford company was proclaimed by W. 
A. Ryan, who, as manager of sales 
for the company, naturally was one 
of the lea ding speakers on the pro­ 
gram. 
Much of his m essa ge con 
cem ed some exceedingly timely ad­ 
vice to dealers about the value of 
being careful in the way they handle 
used cars, particularly 
since 
the 
slump in used car values that has 
been induced by lower prices 
on 
some new cars. 
“ But it was from E. P. Hobart, 
service manager of the Ford organi­ 
zation, tha t the trade learned of the 
silver lining to the Ford cloud. 
Ho­ 
bart told his audience tha t Ford is 
making $165,(M)0,000 worth of parts 
every year for distribution through 
that end of the business. 
This, he 
said, was based on an average figure 
of $40 per car, thereby establishing 
the rate a t which it is figured Ford 
cars are expected to wear out every 
year. Incidentally, some of the more 
statistical in the trade lost little 
time in figuring from the amounts 
given tha t 4,125,000 Ford cars now 
in commission must be the basis for 
the reckoning. 
'There will be no reduction in the 
price of parts, Hobart advised. 
In­ 
creased freight rates and increased 
coRt of production make this impos­ 
sible, unless, a s In the ca se of the 
complete vehicle, Ford Is prepared 
to stand a definite ratio of loss on 
each part. 
By producing its replace­ 
ment parts in the regular line of 
manufacture, the company already 
is able to keep Its costs low, 
and 
they get the benefit of this. 
The 
present lowered, price on the Ford 
car, even with its attendant loss, 
was decided a s preferable 
to 
the 
greater loss tha t would have follow­ 
ed a curtailed rate of production.”

IIHM LEGISLATORS TO TALK 


A bold plan to prev ent re-diatrict- 
ing of California into sensorial and 
assembly districts will be considered 
at a meeting of northern and central 
California legislators nex t week. 
Assembly man George W. Lee of 
San Francisco proposes, that the up­ 
state representativ es sit tight, refu se 
to re-district, and let Sou thern Cali­ 
fornia, which portion of the state by 
! reason of increased popu lation is en­ 
titled to a larger portion of legisla­ 
tors than it has had these past ten 
y ears, do all of the howling it wants 
to do. 
The mov ement in San Francisco, 
u nfair as it is on the. face of the 
proposition, is a seriou s one. if the 
northern legislators do refu se to al­ 
low re-districting. 
Orange 
county 
will be cheated ou t of an opportu nity 
to obtain a state senatorial district 
The censu s reports show that the 
increases in popu lation in Orange, 
Riv erside 
and 
Imperial 
cou nties 
hav e been such that the present sen­ 
atorial district, made u p of those 
three cou nties, shou ld in fairness be 
div ided. 
It seems to be generally 
conceded that in the div ision one 
senator would be assigned to Orange 
cou nty and one to Riv erside and Im­ 
perial cou nties. 
South Wa nts It. 
That Sou thern California senators 
and assembly men will stand solidly 
for re-dlstricting goes withou t say ­ 
ing. 
The plan to block re-districting, as 
su ggested by Assembly man Lee, is 
disclosed in the following taken from 
the San Francisco Chronicle: 
"Consideration of a plan to pre-

“Su ch a resolu tion wou ld meet all 
the requ irements of 
the Constitu ­ 
tion, it is believ ed, as that organic 
docu ment merely say s the legislatu re 
shall decide on the bou ndary lines 
of the 
legislativ e 
districts 
after 
each decennial censu s. 
Changes in 
the bou ndary lines are not made 
mandatory .” 
Qu oting Lee, the Chronicle has the 
following: 
Combina tion Adv oc a te d. 
“If San Francisco 
and 
Alameda 
cou nties can make a combination 
with Fresno cou nty and all the north­ 
ern cou nties, we will hav e enou gh 


v otes to prev ent any changes in the 
legislativ e district bou ndaries. Prac­ 
tically none of the northern cou nties 
would gain a thing by a general re­ 
apportionment and many of them 
would lose. On the ether hand, Los 
Angeles cou nty stands to gain sev en 
assembly men 
and 
probably 
three 
senators. 
“Neither Fresno cou nty nor Ala­ 
meda cou nty will gain a thing by a 
re-apportionment, despite 
increases 
in popu lation. 
Unless trades were 
made with these cou nties and addi­ 
tional representation giv en them as 
compensation 
for 
joining 
with 
Sou thern 
California 
t h e y 
will 
emerge from any reapportionment 
plan with the same representation 
they hav e now. 
San Francisco is in 
the same boat, antj ev en stands a 
good chance to lose both a senator 
and an assembly man if the present 
map is torn up. 
Me mbe rs hip Tota l Se t. 
“If we cou ld increase the member­ 
ship of the senate or the assembly 
it would be different, bu t the Consti­ 
tu tion sets the membership at forty 
in the u pper branch and eighty in 
the lower. On the new popu lation of 
California, the basis of reapportion­ 
ment is 8 5 ,927 for each senatorial 
district and 42,963 for each assembly 
district. 
San Francisco’s popu lation 
was annou nced 
as 
being 
5 06 ,6 7 6. 
This would entitle us to not qu ite six 
senators and a little more than 
twelv e assembly men. 
Ou r present 
delegation is composed of sev en sen­ 
ators and thirteen assembly men. It 
is apparent, then, that San Francisco 
has ev ery thing to gain and nothing 
to lose by scrambling u p the re-dis- 
jtricting qu estion. In v iew of the fact 
that practically the same situ ation 
prev ails all ov er Northern Califor­ 
nia, I think we cou ld make a mass 
attack on the sou thern grou ps and 
prev ent them from ru nning off with 
more than half the legislatu re. 
Hard to Pry Loos e . 
“We mu sn’t lose sight of the fact 
that once I>os Angeles gets the full 
representation 
of elev en 
senators 
and twenty -two assembly men, it will 
be a difficult job to pry them away 
jin 1930, becau se they will hav e the 
i v otes down there to prev ent it. Ev ery 
lone knows San 
Francisco 
w asn’t 


j giv en a squ are deal, in the censu s 
cou nt. 
The mismanagement of the 
¡censu s office here 
was 
notoriou s, 
while the Los Angeles cou nt was ef­ 
ficient and complete. 
This pu ts ns 
u nder a handicap which will requ ire 
a lot of hard fighting to ov ercome. 
Los Angeles, by making deals with 
other 
sou thern 
cou nties, 
has 
in­ 
v ariably hogged ev ery thing in the 
legislatu re in the past. 
Jnst as in­ 
v ariably , the delegation from San 
Francisco was div ided. 
Let’s get to­

SEASON FIRE LOSS 
IN FORESTS SMALL, 
SUPERVISOR SAYS 


LOS ANGELES, Nov . 27 .—There 
were jnst 
100 fires on the An­ 
geles Forest 
Reserv e 
du ring the 
past season, according to a report 
ju st completed by Su perv isor Allen. 
Of this total, six ty -six bu rned 
ov er 
less than a qu arter acre; twenty -two 
were ov er less than ten acres 
and 
twelv e ov er more than ten 
acres 
each. 
One-half of the nu mber of 
fires started on priv ate land. 
Fifty - 
sev en were started by the careless­ 
ness of smokers and campers. 
Bif- 
teen only were u npresentable, these 
being fires started by lightning. Elev ­ 
en were cau sed by careless bru sh 
bu rning, and the largest fires arose 
from this cau se. 
It is believ ed that 
the new cou nty ordinance requ iring 
bru sh bnrning permits will assist in 
eliminating this source. 
The total acreage bu rned ov er was 
1242, 
bu t of this only 302 acres 
were national forest land. 
The co­ 
operation of the public -and 
rigid 
law enforcement are responsible for 
the ex cellent record made du ring the 
past season in the opinion of Su per­ 
v isor -Allen.
